BALFOUR’S MOVE 
IS A BOOMERANG 


HIS THROWING OVER OF TARIFF 
REFORM GIVES LIBERALS 
EPPECTIVE ARGUMENT. 


+ London, Dec, 1.—Betting on the 
stock exchange today favors the gov- 
ernment having @ majority of 65. 

London, Dee. 1.—There ig a possi- 
bility of an unlooked-for result in 
the attempt of Mr. Balfour to remove { 
tariff reform from the immediate field 
of politics, The question looms larger 
than ever in tie campaign tonight 
inasmuch that Mr. Balfour himself, 
in a speech at Heading, was fain ‘to 
explain that his party had not al+ 
tered its views «on this subject and 
that tarif€ reform was still a chief 
plank in the party's constructive pol- 
icy, but he explained that the Union- 
ists needed to obtain the formal and 
explicit consent of the people there- 
to, The policy of referendum, he 
snid, was consistent with the true 
idea of popular government. 

The fact is that Mr. Balfour's pro- 
nouncement on November 29, that he 
was willing to submit tariff reform to 
a referendum, has rather sundered 
the tie than knit his party and sup- 
plied the Liberals with another ef- 
fcctive argument ¢ inst tariff re- 
forma, namely, that Mr. Balfour has 
been compelled to sidetrack it. 

Premicr Asquith’s Comment, 

The Interest in the speeches to- 
night centered in Premier Asquith’s 
reply to the Opposition leader. This 
was delivered at @ great meeting at 
Wolverhamption. The Premier said: 
“We are living in times of rapid 
movement, when it is a relief to wake 
in the morning and not find some 
fresh part of the constitution recon- 
structed.”’ 

He deseribed Mr, Balfour's “turn- 
ibout"’ on the questions of the re- 
form of the House of Lords and the 
tariff reform as unique, dlmost in- 
decent. He said he could not imagine | 
a greater caricature of the referen- 
dum than putting a few abstract ques- 
tions to the people without a con- 
crete embodiment of their proposals. 
if anyone but a sane and respon- 
sible statesman had contemplated 
such a scheme, he would be called a 
madman 

After a study of the works he had 
read on the referendum in foreign 
countries, the Premier continued that 
he had arrived at the conclusion that 
it had proved a most unsatisfactory 
and disappointing method of ascer- |
